Capitol Bite Chosen. Money Ap- 
propriated and Legisla- 
ture Adjourn*. 

On Tuesday last the Senate 
Adopted the report of the Confer- 
ence Committee on the location 
)f the new Capitol, by a vote of 
•24 to 4, whkdi was afterwards 
changed to 26 to 4 by recording 
the votes of Senators Hurnam and 
Bpenee in the affirmative. 

The bill, as amended, was then 
r ported to the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Wednesday. After 
some parliamentary motions the 
amendment was concurred in by 
a vote of 65? to 14. 

Thus this matter, over which a 
long battle has been waged, was 
finally and for all time settled. 

The same result could bare been 
attained and the whole matter 
closed up in ten days had therb 
not been so much politics injected 
into the right. 

The play for position in the 
dominant party was the moving 
cause, each striving to put the 
other to disadvantage. 

While we have had our views 
on this matter, we have carefully 
refrained from publicly declaring 
them, because we believed it the 
duty of the Legislature to settle 
the matter for the best interests 
of the State, regardless of the 
choice of Frankfort's people. 

What we have always desired 
was the speedy settlement of the 
question, and the erection of the 
long needed buildings. 

The site selected is a beautiful 
and commanding one, and will be 
easily seen from all directions. 

The Legislature was in session 
for 80 days, at an expense of 
about $1,600 per day. 

The final adjournment took 
place on yesterday.

Assembly was about to eloss its 
labors, and to finish up the work 
for which it was called In extraor- 
dinary session, and he thought it 
was but right and proper that the 
House should extend an invitation 
to the distinguish. -d Senator from 
Franklin, who had spent the last 
twelve years of his life in laboring 

to seenre for the city of Frankfort 
the permanent seat of government, 
and who had done more towards 
securing the 11.000,000 appropria- 
tion for the building of the Capitol 
than any other citizen of the State, 
to address the House, and moved 
that the House resolve itself into 
Committee of the Whole, and that 
the Chair appoint a committed of 
three to wait upon the Senator, 
and apprise him of the wishes of 
the House. The motion was unan- 
imously a lopted. The Speaker ap- 
pointed Representatives Drewry, 
Miller and Klair. 

The committee retired and in a 
few minutes returned with Senator 
Taylor. The Senator was accorded 
a regular ovation, all the members 
of the House, and the citizens in 
the lobbies and gallery rising and 
applauding. As soon as order was 
restored Senator Taylor thanked 
the House for the oompllment paid 
him, stating that, in his twelve 
years' service as Senator and 
Representative, he had not at- 
tempted to make a speech, and had I 
contented himself with laboring 
in a quiet way to advance the in-, 
terests of his constituency and the | 
State, and left speech-making to j 
the orators oi the two houses. 

The Senator was overcome bv the 
kindness and good will of the mem- 
bers of the House, and retired, 
amid much applause.

WONDERFUL MOVING PIC- 
TURKS. 

Lyman H. Howe'i moving pio- 
turt's are not «>f the sputtery, 
wavering kind that hurt the eyes 
and make one wish that somebody 
or other had not been such a great 
Inventor. They run as smoothly 
as a whittle end Mr. Howe|s op- 
erators have, by long experience, 
become so expert at regulating 
their machines, that the men um 
animals shown really move as 
they would in lift — pot like frogs, 
as they usually do in representa- 
tions of this kind. Johnstown 
people know this from several pre- 
vious exhibitions by Mr. Howe. 
That's why they turned out in 
such good force at tin- Cambria 
Theatre last evening. 

It would be quit*' impossible to 
imagine how the lilms for some 
of the pictures shown last evening 
were obtained, and probably vert 
few persons in the audience tried' 
They just sat, and wondered, and 
enjoyed — then applauded long 
and vigorously. One picture that 
pleased them particualrly was the 
rescue by a life-saving crew of two 
mariner's lashed to the mast of a 
stranded vessel. The whole 
process of scientific life-saving as 
practiced along the coast of every 
civilized country was shown from 
beginning to end as graphically as 
if it had all really happened on 
the Cambria stage. First the 
wreck was sighted by the look-out 
at the station; then came the 
wonderfully exciting scene of the 
launching of the big lifeboat 
through a thundering Btirf; then 
every incident of the battle be- 
tween the waves and oars until 
the stranded ship was reached; 
after that, the rescue itself, and 
last of all the jollification on the 
beach at the safe return of the 
rescuers. But this was not by 
any means the only remarkable 
picture. There was one which 
showed all the operations in the 
making of a newspaper from the 
getting of a story by a reporter 
until the selling of the finished 
sheet by newsboys on the street.
